There is little doubt that our 


planet is getting warmer. Cli-, 


‚ matologists report that since 
the Ice Age the temperature of 
the Earth has risen between 5 
and 9 degrees. 

Yet, some climatologists 
believe the temperature will 
increase dramatically over the 
next century because of the 
*greehhouse effect." These sci- 
entists argue that carbon diox- 
ide trapped in the atmosphere 
will continue to swell the 

_Earth’s temperature by as 
much as 3.5 degrees. } 

That doesn't sound like much 
of a change, but the scientists 
predict this “global warming" 
will trigger a series of severe 
climactic changes that will pro- 
duce widespread problems 
around the world. The glaciers 
might melt, the weather in 
New York might be more like 
ours and the hurricane season 
might last nine months instead

Some scientists, however, 
have another thought. It’s 
called geo-engineering. The 
idea is to purposely manipu- 
late the environment to avoid 
global warming. In ‘other 
words, these folks want to fool 
with Mother Nature. 

It is certainly not a new idea. 
In the 1960's, researchers at 
the National Hurricane Center 
tried to weaken hurricanes. 
Since the 1940's, people have 
been putting chemicals into 
clouds hoping rain or snow will, 
fall out. 

Yet, while the concept isn’t 
new, it is certainly controver- 
sial. There are all sorts of legal 
and ethical questions involved 
in messing around with some- 
thing we don’t fully under- 
stand. We could, for example, 
make things worse, not better, 

Still, scientists have come up 
with a whole bunch of ideas to 
reduce the effect of global 
warming. The most well 
known is the so-called “Geritol 
Solution” suggested by

oceanographer John Martin. 

Martin figured that adding 
iron to,the ócean would stimu- 
late the growth of microscopic 
marine plants. These iron- 
enriched plants, according to 
Martin's theory, would soak up 
enough carbon dioxide to slow 
down global warming. 

The other ideas are a lot 
more radical. One scientist 
wants to launcH*a trillion 
Mylar balloons into the upper 
atmosphere. The balloons 
would reflect sunlight away 
from the Earth ahd reduce 
global warming. 


Another scientist says soot, : 


not balloons, should be sent 
up, up and away. The soot 
would absorb solar radiation 
that would heat the upper 
atmosphere and cool the lower 
atmosphere. 

Then, there is the iceberg 


‚ theory. The idea is to haul an 


iceberg from the North Pole to 
the tropics. Before the ice melt- 
ed, it would reflect the sun- 
light, coolíng the earth. The 
only problem is the iceberg 
would have to be as large as 
Texas. 2 
Speaking of large, another 
idea is to place a 1,200 mile- 
long solar shield 930,000 miles 
from Earth. This paper-thing 


shield would reflect solar ener- 


Ey. By the way, the estimated 
cost of the shield is $10 trillion. 
dollars. 

No one'is suggesting that we 
employ any of these ideas now. 
After all, global warming is 
still a much-debated, contro- 
versial theory. There is no 
proof, no “smoking gun," to 
link the theóry to fact.

cial protective equipment such 
as hats, gloves, and masks to 
help shield us from danger. 
Many companies have special 
safety programs in place and 
rules and regulations to com- 
ply with, that éncourages a 
healthier environment to work 
in. М 
Trained professionals such 
as safety „ industrial 
hygienists, company physi- 
cians and nurses are alert for 
> potential problems. All these 
systems. will be useless, how- 


ever, unless you do your part 
to help protect your health on 
the job. 

We have all heard recently 
about the “sick” buildings that 
employees are required to 
work in. The hazards may or 
may not be obvious to the 
naked eye and may have 

“immediate effects or delayed 
effects occurring years after 
the original coritact with the 
offending substance. So be 
aware of any offending sub- 
stances in your work area. 

» Self-protection must start 
with you, the employee. 
Always think before you act. 
Treat hazardous substances 
and working conditions with 
respect. Never cut corners to 
gat the job done faster.

yasthma, hay fever, atopic eczema or 
other autoimmune conditions such 
as thyroid disease, vitiligo, early-on- 
set diabetes, rheumatoid arthritis, lu- 
pus erythematosus, pernicious ane- 
mia or Addison's disease. 

How does it affect daily life? 

It's challenging for those with ex- 
tensive hair loss, yet thousands of 
successful, well-adjusted people live 
with alopecia and have happy, pro- 
ductive lives.
